NATIONAL  SCIENCE  FOUNDATION  ASSISTS 
HIGH  SCHOOL  SCIENCE  TEACHERS 


In  an  effort  to  improve  the 
qualifications  of  high  school  tea- 
chers of  Biology  and  Chemistry, 
the  National  Science  Foundation 
is  offering  a  stipend  to  teachers 
of  these  subjects  who  have  eigh- 
teen or  less  semester  hours  of 
credit  in  biology  or  in  chemistry. 

Fifty  such  stipends  are  being 
offered  to  teachers  of  these  sub- 
jects who  attend  the  Science  In- 
stitute at  the  College  this  sum- 
mer. Those  being  selected  for 
the  awards  should  have  at  least 
three  years  of  teaching  exper- 
ience in  either  or  both  subjects. 

According  to  Dr.  Grady  Erwin, 
Head  of  the  Biology  Department, 
most  of  the  recipients  of  the 
awards  have  been  selected  and 
will  be  notified  immediately  upon 
completion  of  the  list  of  fifty. 

The  plan   of  operation  for  the 


summer  is  to  aid  those  now  en- 
gaged in  teaching  these  sub- 
jects. The  three-year  experience 
limitation  is  placed  upon  the  re- 
cipients because  it  is  thought 
these  teachers  will  remain  in 
the  science  field  after  that  length 
of  time  teaching  these  subjects. 
The  plan  next  year  may  offer 
assistance  to  those  desiring  more 
advanced   work. 

Stipends  of  $675  for  the  nine- 
weeks  summer  session  will  be 
paid  each  person  selected.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  $675,  there  is  an  al- 
lowance of  $135  for  each  depen- 
dent, up  to  four  dependents.  An 
added  allowance  is  travei  expen- 
ses for  one  round  trip  at  4-cents 
per  mile,  not  to  exceed  $80. 

The  number  of  applications 
that  have  been  received  indicates 
that  the  teachers  of  biology  and 


chemistry  are  much  interested 
in  the  project.  The  ultimate  value 
of  such  awards  by  the  National 
Science  Foundation  is  the  im- 
proved teaching  received  by  high 
school  students  from  teachers 
having  a  wider  and  richer  back- 
ground in  the  subject  matter  be- 
ing presented.
